New Advances 
At Stalingrad 


By The Canadian Press 
Hitler’s siege armies, suddenly 
renewing the fury of their 53-day- 
old assault on Stalingrad, claim- 


| ed today they had broken through 


to the Volga in a violent night 
attack, occupied a suburb and 
captured the Dzerzhinsky tractor 
factory in the northwest section. 


Once again. a grave crisis ap- 
peared to be developing in the 
struggle for the ruined Volga city 
as the Russians announced that 
German tanks and infantry had 
knifed dangerously into Soviet de- 
fence lines. 


Nevertheless, German military 
quarters admitted that the Red} 
army was “continuing to fight as| 
if nothing had happened.” 


RELIEF ATTACKS 


These quarters also reported the 
Russians were launching relief 
attacks to ease the German pres- 
sure on two great factories, Red 
October and Red Barricade, which 
were described as. cut off but not 
taken. 


Nazi troops perhaps 30,000 strong, 
led by 100 tanks and supported by 
500 planes, were reported spear- 
heading the attack. 

Soviet dispatches said the Red 
army defenders were fighting 
with their backs perilously close 
to the Volga after retreating to 
new positions under cover of 
darkness before dawn today. 


At noon, the Russian command 
said the Germans had seized sev- 
eral streets and indicated that 
Soviet troops had little room left 
for manoeuvres in one section on 
the west bank of the Volga 

“The coming winter makes

30 TANKS SMASHED 


Hundreds of German corpses lit- 
tered the streets and more than 30

Wavell Hints

NEW DELHI, India, Oct. 16.— 
(AP)—Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell, 
commander-in-chief of India, re- 
turned today from a reconnais- 
sance of the northeast frontier 
under circumstances accepted 
here as heralding possible action 
to retake Burma from the Jap- 
anese. 

A brief formal communique is- 
sued here said: 

“His excellency the commander- 
in-chief has returned to head- 
quarters in New Delhi after a four- 
day inspection of forward positions 
}on the northeast frontier. During 
the visit Gen. Wavell crossed the 
Burma frontier.” 

Reliable but unofficial sources 
indicated that Gen. Wavell gave 
a suggestion that an attack upon 
Burma could be expected. 

Burma is one of the few land 
fronts where the Allies can hit the 
Axis directly and at the same time 
re-open the most accessible supply 
route to China,

planes on the water, the United 
States navy reported today. 

The raid was carried out Wed- 
nesday by Army Liberator bombers, 
accompanied by twin-engine Light- 
ning fighters, a communique said. 
While the bombers rained incen- 
diary bombs on the enemy camp, 
the fighters strafed and destroyed | 
the Japanese seaplanes, 

No enemy air opposition was en- 
countered, but one of the Army 
fighters was lost.

Some weeks later 
a group of New York reporters 
were allowed to visit Iceland, but 
by then the story had faded. If 
that is an example of the bureau- 
cracy we are to expect from Ameri- 
can censorship, we should all feel 
right at home after our Russian 
experience.

MONTREAL, Oct 16—(CP)— 
Stout rearguards of Les Fusiliers 
left behind to cover 
their regiment's withdrawal from 
Dieppe plunged through German 
lines and have since made their way 
to Vichy France from where they 
hope soon to make their escape. 

This staternent was made here in 
an interview last night by Lt.-Col. 
Dollard Menard, D.S.O., officer 
commanding the regiment in the 
Dieppe action He said he based 
the statement on messages received 
from officers and men who had 
reached unoccupied France

estimate the number of men who 
made their way through the Ger- 
man lines. He had information 
that fighting lasted through the 
night following the Canadian raid 
and that isolated patrols may 
have continued to fight for an 
éven longer period. 

“In Britain,” he said, “we heard 
of messages from several officers 
and men. They said they were in 
unoccupied France. and that they 
would see us soon.” He had not 
yet heard of any reaching England, 
he added.

With the Eighth British Army in the Libyan Desert 
(By Cable)—Lusting for power over all the southern 
valley of the Nile and the desert beyond, Persian King 
Cambyses once sent an army to extend his ‘sway over 
the Siwa Oasis. His army never was seen again. It 
was swallowed up in the desert sands without trace. 


In the campaign of 1917 against Senussi tribes- 
men, a British patrol followed in the footsteps of King 
Cambyses’ warriors. But its cars were ill-equipped to 
conquer ‘the uncharted sands and broke down. The 
men of the gallant patrol died of thirst. 


Now, after two years of war, the British Eighth 
army not only has mastered the desert, but it has 
turned forbidding wastes into a network of highways 
—byways as familiar to the desert troops as a London 
bus route. The men who mapped the desert had the 
heart of Empire in mind, and names like Knights- 
bridge appear on remote signposts where British 
history is being relived. 


Many miracles of the desert are now accepted as 
commonplace, but one miracle still stands out. I’ve 
travelled 50,000 miles over the desert and I have 
marvelled at the stamina of our motor transports. 
I’ve ridden a Canadian-built Chevrolet and seen it 
take the terrific beating only the desert can give. 


I would like to see the Canadian workers who built 
her. I would like them to see how this car could take 
it—in the dash out of Tobruk, shells and bombs burst- 
ing all around, and sprayed with machine gun bullets 
as she sped along, out into Cyrenaica and to Mekili, 
and up and down the Gazala line. Every inch of the 
way you hit a boulder or a wheel dropped into a drift 
of sand. She was waiting outside Bir Hakeim where 
we watched Rommel’s Africa Corps hammering 
against a desert fort, She passed through Libyan wire 


entanglements beyond the Omars where even camels 
never trod —down south where the sun really gets 
molten and you spend half your time digging out of 
the sands and the other half blowing your breath on 
the radiator, the only air you can find in this burning 
cauldron, 


I have watched convoys of Canadian-built trucks 
rumbling across the desert under the Stuka dive- 
bombers and the rain of shells from long range Ger- 
man artillery, but still carrying forward the sinews 
of war to the troops in the front line. 


The Libyan dust makes you look like a vaudeville 
comedian and makes you feel—well you want to lie 
down under the lash of a sandstorm and die— but 
those drivers take a gulp of tepid water, fight on, and 
their trusty trucks never let them down. 


On an Axis street near El] Adem, I have watched 
a convoy of tank transporters negotiate a stiff escarp- 
ment. A desert Khamseen was blowing, making the 
desert like a London blackout. I called it a day, but 
not those lads. They ploughed through the packed 
dust and crawled up the escarpment, hauling General 
Grants and Genera! Lees, like steel mastodons, to 
the front. 

It is hard going in the desert, but many times a 
truck got me there. One even got me there along the 
Qattara depression where you feel you are in another 
world, resembling the mountains of the moon. It’s the 
ideal desert vehicle. 


The Eighth Army needs guns and tanks and 
planes, but it also needs the right kind of vehicles, So 
workers of Canada, if you have more to spare, send 
them over!

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Something to Think About 


Apparently no actual progress has 
been made in the attempt to induce hold- 
ers of the city’s bonds to negotiate a re- 
duction in interest rates. That however 
is no reason why the council should give 
up the effort. If nothing comes of it, no 
harm will have been done by trying. And 


it is early to say that nothing can be 
hoped for. 
One thing that the bond - holders 


should be told very plainly is that-a re- 
fusal to negotiate will react against fur- 
ther bond floatations, not only in Edmon- 
ton but in other cities as well. If they hope 
to do business in future in this field of in- 
vestment the bond-men will be very un- 
wise to take an obdurate attitude now and 
demand exorbitant rates just because 
their contracts make these collectable. 
Edmonton has found, and other cities 
must also have found, that municipal fin- 
ancing does not require anything like the 
amount of bond-selling that has been com- 
mon in the past. Street and other im- 
provements can be planned ahead, carried 
out over a period of years and paid for 
out of current taxation. Not only is this 
possible. The taxpayers get more for 
their money by doing it, since what would 
otherwise go to pay interest goes into 
pavement or other improvements. 
Edmonton perforce adopted this pay- 
as-you-go policy some years ago, has 
found it to be entirely practicable, and will 
not go back to the old ruinous method of 
long-term borrowing for anything less 
than projects involving an outlay of very 
large sums at one time. If they hope to do 
business in future in the municipal field, 
bond- holders and bond-dealers should 
show themselves willing to deal fairly with 
their clients. A disposition to exact the 
last dollar the law allows would be very 
bad policy. 


Not Needed 


The proposal to divide that part of the 
city lying north of the river into two 
wards met with no support in council ex- 
cept that of the mover of the resolution. 
That it is any more widely favored by the 
taxpayers there is no reason to suppose. 

The proposal is not so objectionable in 
itself as because of what it would prob- 
ably lead to.

Perhaps Edmonton will some day be- 
come so large that the election-at-large 
arrangement wlil no longer work well. 
That time is not yet, and the longer any 
change can be delayed the better.

A wsit to the sick bays and 
hospitals at some of the larger 
Canadian-manned camps con- 
firmed this. In one 50-bed hos- 
pital operated by the U.S. Army. 
Medical Corps, Canadians occu- 
pied about half a dozen cots. 
Some were under observation for 
tonsilitis or common colds. A few 
others weré recovering from in- 
juries suffered in the course of 
duty. The disability roll was 
much the same at other posts. 
“We have had very little sick- 
ness and hospitalization certainly 
has been below the average for a 
similar community of civilians,” 
said Fit. Lt. H. Cooper, of Van- 
couver, medical officer at one of 
the R.C.A.F. stations. 

“I should say the boys have been 
far too busy to let illness gain the 
upper hand,” he added. “We are 
keeping our fingers crossed. how- 
ever, for the men have yet to 
weather an Alaskan winter.” 

And when Medical 
Cooper said the men had been 
busy he wasn’t fooling. Every camp 
is a hive of industry, Gangs labor 
from early morning far into the 
night erecting defences, finishing 
off runways laid over muskegs or 
scrubby terrain by civilians draw- 


ing anywhere from $12 to $40 a! 


day; they dig drainage ditches, lay 
miles of cat-walk over the marshy 


camp sites, rush up pre-fabricated | 


huts overnight and put in their 
spell of training for good measure.

may possess. It has been admitted

teacher In Canada to convince the 
Public that education does pro- 
duce economic results and better 


financial returns,” he urged. | 
He stated that it is most illogi-| 
cal to reason that money should be}
